convert her into an apt scholar." 


Profiting by the advice, the professor 


returned to his pupil resolved to con- 
centrate his efforts on the Sanskrit 
verb "to love.'' The'new departure 
seemed only to make matters worse. 
Eunice got mixed up between Sanskrit 
and English for "I love," "You love," 
"He loves," and after a week's drilling 
became discouraged, broke down and 
"wept on the professor's shoulder. He
